After eight days of contra- 


dictory testimony, a coroner's 
jury decided Tuesday — in tha 
longest inquest in city history — 
that the May 7 death of Leonard 
Deadwyler, 25, was accidental. 


Deadwyler was shot by traffic 


officer Jerold M. Bova, 23, who 
testified that as he leaned into 
Dsadwyler's stopped car, the 
vehicle 
lurched 
forward 
and 


c?msed him to lose his balance 
pull the trigger reflexively and 
kill Deadwyler unintentionally. 


Deadwyler's pregnant widow, 


Barbara, 25. testified that shs 
and her husband were speeding 
to a hospital on the mistaken 
belief that her fifth child was 
coming prematurely. She said 
that Bova shot her 
husband 


without provocation while he 
was asking for a police escort.' 


The case quickly became a 


rallying cry for discontented 
Negroes in the uneasy South Los 
Angeles Negro district, stricken 
last August by race riots.

Rick Is at Home 
In Real 'Big Ten'

NEW YORK — (NEA) — It was 1 p.m. and Dean Chance 


had the covers pulled over his head, trying to shut out the sun 
as well as the conversation from the other side of the room. 


Chance had been through it all before—the making-of-an- 


American-hero syndrome—but not as an observer. In 1964 
he was the Cy Young Award winner which goes to the best 
pitcher in baseball. 


Two years later, after what the sporting public calls a 


mediocre season (15-10) for one of its super stars, Chance 
was rooming with Rick Reichardt, tall blond and muscular. 


The phone rang often. Now, however, the calls were for 


Reichardt. 


"Unbelievable," Rick said. "It wasn't like this until we got 


to New York." 


The excitement is over Reichardt's early success (among 


the American League's top 10 batters after the first month) 
plus the fact that Rick is not an ordinary rookie. 


He is a $200,000 bonus boy, the highest paid in baseball 


history. 


Only two years ago the California Angels took him off the 


University of Wisconsin campus, handed him his bounty and 
brought him East to join the parent club for a week before 
sending him to the minors. 


As he stepped into the batting cage, the remarks started. 


It was the natural reaction from ballplayers who had spent 10 
years in the majors after signing for the price of a bus ride 
following World War II. 


"It bothered me some," Reichardt said, "but what bothered 


me most were my own inadequacies." 


It was a new situation for Rick. "Inadequate" was a word 


he never used. 


At Wisconsin, he was a star football and baseball player. 


He led the Big Ten in receiving and played in one of the 
most thrilling Rose Bowl games, the Badgers' 42-37 victory 
over Southern Cal in 1963. In baseball, he hit .427 and .472. 


"I just didn't realize," he said, "what experience means to 


a ballplayer. It's an intangible. You know you have it when 
you do things without thinking. Watch the great ones like 
Mays and Mantle. They do things instinctively. 


"I knew what I had to learn because I was being embar- 


rassed. I messed up on bunts, on cut-off throws, on all the 
little things you have to know to be a good ballplayer. That's 
what I worked on the past two years. 


"Honestly, I didn't know when we started the season if I 


even would make the club. I only had a fair spring, but in the 
opening game I changed my stance a little by holding my bat 
out like Frank Robinson does. It helped my swing and I've 
been hitting well since. 


"But 
to me the optimal situation is one in which a player 


can go through as many games as possible without making a 
mistake. 


"There are guys around who can hit .300 but still have to 


go out to the minors and learn to play their position." 


Rick Reichardt has learned rather quickly.

Taken in Moderation

Photosensitivity is just a 


long word to some people. To 
others it is a nightmare be- 
cause even slight exposure to 
the sun's rays will give them 
an itching skin eruption or a 
severe sunburn. 
'•'All such persons are made 
worse by taking such modern 
drugs as 
sulfas, 
including 


those used to treat diabetes; 
certain antibiotics — griseo- 
fulvin, given for ringworm, 
and the tetracyclines; nalidix- 
ic acid, a urinary antiseptic; 
and sedatives of the pheno- 
thiazine gr,oup. 


The same effect, but to a 


er degree, may be caused 
barbiturates,' salicylates, 


estrogens, gold salts, quinine 
and procaine. Even such pro- 
ducts as eau de cologne and 
perfumes may cause an exag- 
gerated sunburn if they con- 
tain bergamot or citron oils. 


Persons who have pellagra, 


(a vitamin deficiency disease), 
lupus erythematosus, porphy- 
ria, eczema or contact derrna- 
t^is must be careful not only 
to avoid the sun's rays but

Oswald: "Today's hand il- 


lustrates this. South has the 
four top hearts but unfortu- 
nately for his peace of mind 
and general well-being these 
four cards can only take two 
tricks. He misses two aces and 
if his opponents set up their 
suit they will make at least 
three heart tricks and set him. 
It is up to South to find a way 
to get nine tricks without giv- 
ing up the lead more than 
once." 


Jim: "A quick check would 


show me that I had three suits 
to work on. I could knock out 
the ace of spades and wind up 
with three spades, two hearts 
and two diamonds but that 
would be only seven tricks. I 
could go after diamonds and 
set up my long diamonds 
right away assuming that suit 
broke but that would also 
leave me only seven tricks be- 
fore the roof fell in." 


Oswald: "That leaves the 


club suit. You can attack that 
by winning the first heart with 
your queen and leading the 
nine of clubs from your hand. 
You plan to let it ride if West 
plays low. If East produces the 
queen you will have to recon- 
cile yourself to going down at 
least two tricks but if it turns 
out that West holds the queen 
of clubs you have a chance to 
establish five club tricks for 
yourself.

HOLLYWOOD — iN'EAi — After all these

"It's a true story but few people 
know it. Years after her husband was assas- 
sinated, she went to Europe. She was lonely 
and bitter. She came back to New York on 
the boat and, when the ship docked, there 
was a huge crowd on the pier.
